During the first two years of the war the numbers of civilians occupied as em=- 
wployers and workers on their own account (i.e. self-omployers) decreased rapidly due to 
large numbers transferring to wage and salary carning jobs and to enlistments, Absorption 
of unemployed, together with transfers from employer, etc., to wagesearner status and the 
entry into paid employment of males not normally offering for work, resulted in an increase 
in the numbers of civilian wege and salary earners despite some 300,000 enlistments. 
However, when Japan entored tho war in December, 1941, compulsory call-up of men for full- 
,time sorvice reduced the numbers of male ciwilian wage and salary oarnerse 


The peak of onlistments was roachod in the latter half of 1943 when limits 
were placed on the allotmont of mon to tho services and a considerable numbor of men were 
restored to industry of high priority. Tho Givilian Rogistration of June 1943 showed 
that 1,806,100 civilian males were in work. Proliminary figures from the Occupation 
“Surwey of lst June 1945 indicate a total of 1,899,300 male civilians in work. Tho increase 
of 93,200 between these dates comprised 70,200 male employers and self~employers and 
23,000 male wage and salary carners (including rural industry). Net enlistments de-- 
creased by 81,500 during the period, and the net increase in total males occupied in work 
end the services was 11,700.

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2°. The upward trend in employment consequent on discharges of services personnel 
ecent months is obscured by dis-employment due to industrial disputes principally in 
heavy industry in New South Wales. Recent trends therefore must be gauged by reference 

to Tables 5 and 6 hereof which provide dissections by industry and by States respectively. 
Reference should also be made to Table 4 showing trend of employment in the principal 
munitions establishments, etc. 


Although it is evident from Table 10 in this and previous issues that very 
large numbers of discharged services personnel (e.g- 28,080 in October 1945) are returning 
to employment as wage earners, it is fairly evident from the trends shown in Table 3 and 
the preliminary results of Occupation Survey (Table 1) that large numbers of small employers 
and self-employers who had temporarily worked as wage earners during the war are returning 
to their own businesses. 


Total number of wage and salary earners in civil employmont, Government and 
private, (excluding rurel and household domestic) reached & poak in November 1941 (1,952,300 
following which there was a heavy decline in male omployment « men were called up for the 
Armed Forces. Male non-rural employment reached its lowest level in the second half of 
1943, and then remained fairly steady until the beginning of 1945, when a slow expansion 
began. The tapering off of war industries together with industrial disputes resulted in 
decreases during Soptember and October 1945, but in November an increase of 12,300 was 
recorded. Female employment (other than rural and private domestic) expanded quickly 
until mid-1943 and thereafter at a slower rate until March 1945, From the letter month 
to October the numbers decreased by 22,500, but thero was a slight gain in fomale employ= 
ment during November 1945. 


Ovor the war poriod from July 1939 to its peak in August 1943, direct Govorne 
ment _employmont rose from 405,000 to 546,900, an increase of 141,900 porsons. From its 
peak the number in Government omployment fell to 517,000 in August 1945 (end of hostilities) 
and to 493,000 in November 1945, or by 53,900. From August 1943 to August 1945, private 
employment (excluding rural and fomales in privato domestic service) increased by 45,300 
but decreased during September and October 1945 by 9,700 and then rose by 20,000 during 
November. 





reflect the full effects of either the policy of restoring Service personnel to industry 
which was applied as from about August 1943, nor of demobilisation following the ond of 


hostilities. 


In this connection reference should be made to the table on page 1 of this 
summery which shows that between Juno 1943 and June 1945 there was an increase of 93,200 
males in civil occupations comprising 70,200 increase in numbor of employers and men working 
on own account and 23,000 wage earners. 


The slow rise during 1945 in the number of male wage and salary earners in 
employment was interrupted in September, the first month following the end of the war. 


During November 1945, the number of persons in Government employment decreased 
by 7,100 but there was a gain of 20,000 persons in private employment (excluding rural in- 
dustry and females in private domestic service), 


There were & number of special factors accounting for the sudden decreases . 
during September and October, 1945, which affoctod both soxos, Tho major movement was tho 
decline in employment in Government and quasi-Governmental munitions, ‘aircraft and ship= 
pbuilding establishments revealed in the following table:-

REHABILITATION STATISTICS (DISCHARGES FROM THE FORGES ) 


The following statistics have been derived from tabulations of Demobilisation Form 
“4(a) made at the request of the Director-General of Manpower. The forms show personal parti- 
culars of men and women discharged from the Forces into civil life. The month of discharge, 
for the purpose of these tabulations, is the month during which the discharged person was 
able to resume civil life, irrespective of the fact that he or she may still be on service 
pay for a period of accrued leave. 
The first table shows that in August, 1945, there was a sharp rise in the number 
of men discharged due to the operation of the long service and other special discharges 
programme. Nearly twice as many as in August were discharged in September. General demobili 
_ gation commenced on ist October and 41,231 men and 2,961 women were discharged during that 
*\onth. The numbers increased to 66,244 men and 3,932 women for the month of November, 1945,

Apart from seasonal fluctuations (the weekly averages for December and June 
quarters are high relatively to the September and March quarters), the underlying trend of 
total wages paid has been upward until the December quarter 1943-44, and, from the March 
quarter 1943-44 to the December quarter 1944-45, downward. The March quarter 1944-45 dec-= 
yiined relatively to the December quarter rather less than in the preceding year and the June 
quarter increased relatively to the March quarter rather more than in the preceding year so 
that the trend. of total wages paid appears to have turned slightly upward again from the 
March quarter, 1944-45, Further evidence of the rising trend is provided by the figures for 
the September quarter of 1945-46 which are higher than those of the corresponding quarter 
during each of the previous four years. 


Average weekly earnings per "male unit" are set out below. Total civil employment 
“expressed in male units is derived by adding to total male employment 45% of total female 
employment.

PAY=ROLL TAX RETURNS. 


A summary statement of employment recorded on Pay~Roll Tax returns for 
Australia is given without any adjustment in the next table. 


The returns do not cover employees of the Commonwealth Governments; employers 
who pay not more than £20 per week in wages do not make returns and religious and public 
benevelent insitutions and hospitals are also exempt. The proportion of all employees » 
who are included varies from State to State, but for Australia as a whole, the proportion 
of employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, those engaged in rural industries 
and female domestics in private households) in the .Pay-Roll Tax returns is 90 per cent, 
of the estimated total of males in employment and about 75 per cent. of the fomles, 


Employers! Pay Roll Tax returns were classified for "industry" according to 
the industries in which the firms were predominantly engaged. 


The table may be taken as indicating trends from month to month, but not as a
